HE W O N T T A K E RESPONSIBILITY. 


It is ju st p o ssible there will be no 
Terdict in the inq u iry into the death 
o f Jimmy Christie, who lo st his life 
o n the ru naway car that came do wn 
the Calcu tta ro ad sev eral weeks ago . 
Ju stice Ro se, who held the inq u est, 
has stated that no v erdict will be fo rth­ 
co ming u nless his fees are in sight, 
and acco rding to the recent 
law o n 
the su bject it will be ex tremely hard 
to secu re them. 
When the mo v ement fo r an inq u est 
was started it was tho u ght in so me 
q u arters that it wo u ld be ex tremely 
(tiflficu lt 
fo r the ju stice, 
co nstables, 
witnesses and o thers to co llect their 
fees, bu t the m atter was p receded with 
ju st the same. 
No w it seems, acco rding to the co n­ 
stru ctio ns 
p laced 
by 
the 
statu tes 
that the who le p ro ceedings were ille­ 
gal. 
Sectio n 620 o f the Ohio laws has this 
to say o n the su bject: 
“When the o ffice o f co ro ner beco mes 
v acant, in any co u nty , by death, resig­ 
natio n, ex p iratio n o f term o f o ffice, o r 
o therwise, o r where the co ro ner is ab­ 
sent fro m the co u nty , o r u nable fro m 
sickness o r o ther cau ses to discharge 
the du ties o f his o ffice, any ju stice o f 
the p eace o f the co u nty is v ested with 
all the p o wers, and shall p erfo rm all 
the du ties ap p ertaining to the o ffice 
o f co ro ner, so far as it resp ects 
the 
p o wer and du ty o f a co ro ner to ho ld 
inq u isitio ns o v er the dead bo dy o f any 
p erso n fo u nd, su p p o sed to hav e came 
to his o r her death by v io lence o r cas- 
u ality ; and when acting in the cap ac­ 
ity o f a co ro ner, ev ery su ch ju stice 
is entitled to the same 
fees as are 
allo wed by law to co ro ners In su ch 
cases." 
It can readily be seen that no ne 
o f the 
abo v e co nditio ns p rev ailed at 
the time the inq u est was held, as the 
co ro ner co u ld hav e been o n the gro u nd 
at any time that it was deemed nec­ 
essary fo r him to institu te an inq iiirj-. 
The p resent law is different fro m 
the o ld in that the fo rmer statu te p ro ­ 
v ided that in case where the su bject 
was tho u ght to hav e came to his o r her 
death by v io lence any ju stice within 
the radiu s o f 10 miles fro m the co ro ­ 
ner’s p erm anent lo catio n co u ld co n­ 
du ct the iBv estlgatio n, whereas u nder 
the p resent regu latio n the incu mbent 
o f the p o sitio n m u st be incap acitated 
thro u gh so me o f the cau ses sp ecified 
o r the ju stice wo u ld no t be q u alified 
o r entitled to act in the matter. 
Acco rding to the statem ent made by 
p arties in p o sitio n to kno w, the co u nty 
au tho rities hav e refu sed abso lu tely to 
p ay fo r the 
ex p ense o f the inq u iry , 
and giv e 
as their au tho rity fo r the 
refu sal, the o p inio n o f their legal ad­ 
v iso r. 
It wo u ld seem In the p resent 
in- 
stance that the o bject In the bo lding 
o f an Inq u est was rather fo r the p u r- 
p o se o f fix ing the 
resp o nsibility fo r

It is just possible there will be no 
verdict in the inquiry into the death 
of Jimmy Christie, who lost his life 
on the runaway car that came down 
the Calcutta road several weeks ago. 
Justice Rose, who held the inquest, 
has stated that no verdict will be forth­ 
coming unless his fees are in sight, 
and according to the recent law on 
the subject it will be extremely hard 
to secure them. 
When fhe movement for an inquest 
was started it was thought in some 
quarters that it would be extremely 
difficult 
for the justice, 
constables, 
witnesses and others to collect their 
fees, but the matter was proceded with 
just the same. 
Now it seems, according to the con­ 
structions 
placed 
by 
the statutes 
that the whole proceedings were ille­ 
gal. 
Section 620 of the Ohio laws has this 
to say on the subject: 
“When the office of coroner becomes 
vacant, in any county, by death, resig­ 
nation, expiration of term of office, or 
otherwise, or where the coroner is ab­ 
sent from the county, or unable from 
sickness or other causes to discharge 
the duties of his office, any justice of 
the peace of the county is vested with 
all the powers, and shall perform all 
the duties appertaining to the office 
of coroner, so far as it respects 
the 
power and duty of a coroner to hold 
inquisitions over the dead body of any 
person found, supposed to have came 
to his or her death by violence or cas­ 
uality; and when acting in the capac­ 
ity of a coroner, every such justice 
is entitled to the same 
fees as are 
allowed by law to coroners in such 
cases.” 
It can readily be seen that none 
of the above conditions prevailed at 
the time the inquest was held, as the 
coroner could have been on the ground 
at any time that it was deemed nec­ 
essary for him to institute an inquiry. 
The present law is different from 
the old in that the former statute pro­ 
vided that in case where the subject 
was thought to have came to his or her 
death by violence any justice within 
the radius of IO miles from the coro­ 
ner’s permanent location could con­ 
duct the investigation, whereas under 
the present regulation the incumbent 
of the position must be incapacitated 
through some of the causes specified 
or the justice would not be qualified 
or entitled to act in the matter. 
According to the statement made by 
parties in position to know, the county 
Authorities have refused absolutely to 
pay for the expense of the inquiry, 
and give as their authority for the 
refusal, the opinion of their legal ad­ 
visor.

stance that the object In the holding 
of an Inquest was rather for the pur­

When the movement for an inquest 
was started it was thought in some 
quarters that it would be extremely 
difficult for the justice, 
constables, 
witnesses and others to collect their 
fees, but the matter was preceded with 
just the same. 
Now it seems, according to the con­ 
structions 
placed 
by 
the statutes 
that the whole proceedings were ille­ 
gal. 
Section 620 of the Ohio laws has this 
to say on the subject: 
“When the office of coroner becomes 
vacant, in any county, by death, resig­ 
nation. expiration of term of office, or 
otherwise, or where the coroner is ab- j 
sent from the county, or unable from 
sickness or other causes to discharge 
the duties of his office, any justice of 
the peace of the county is vested with 
all tho powers, and shall perform all 
the duties appertaining to the office 
of coroner, so far as it respects the 
power and duty of a coroner to hold 
inquisitions over the dead body of any 
person found, supposed to have came 
to his or her death by violence or cas- j 
uality; and when acting in the capac­ 
ity of a coroner, every such justice 
is entitled to the same 
fees as are 
allowed by law to coroners in such 
cases.” 
It can readily be seen that none 
of the above conditions prevailed at 
the time the inquest was held, as the 
coroner could have been on the ground 
at any time that it was deemed nec­ 
essary for him to institute an inquiry. 
The present law* is different from 
the old in that the former statute pro­ 
vided that in case where the subject

General interest and discussion’ both 
in and out of congress, 
have 
been 
aroused by the question of the elec tion 
Of United States senators by popular 
vote, and some of the senatorial con­ 
tests of the 
last few years have ap­ 
pealed strongly to the popular judg­ 
ment in favor of an amendment of our 
constitution permitting senators to be 
elected by direct vote. 
In the older states, especially in New 
England, there has been nothing so far 
to seriously challenge the wisdom or 
propriety of the present method 
of 
election, and it may be assumed that 
the New England senators will 
con­ 
tinue to stand against any 
change. 
They would resent such 
a c hange, 
looking upon it as casting a reflection 
on the good will of their constituency, 
md their resentment would be just. 
In the New England states, where 
they still retain township organization 
rod have very large legislative bodies, 
the result of the senatorial elections 
ere almost always in accord with the 
popular wish, and senators can almost 
be said to be elected by the popular 
will. 
In the newer states, however, and 
especially in those of the west, 
the 
legislative bodies are much smaller in 
numbers, and, as experience 
proves, 
may be found subject to the manipu­ 
lation and control of candidates who 
would never be seriously presented or 
supported by the people themselves. 
Not infrequently, serious charges have 
been made concerning 
the 
use 
of 
money to control members of the leg­ 


islators in the interest of senatorial 
candidates, and undoubtedly the use 
of money in such cases is becoming 
I one of the crying evils of our political 
system. Today three states have only 


half their senatorial representation in 
the United States senate because 
of 
deadlocks in the legislatures resulting 
in no election. In one well known re­ 
cent case the governor of a state, in 
collusion with a minority of the legis­ 
lature, prevented the organization of 
one of its branches for the avowed 
purposes of defeating the 
senatorial 
candidate, who unquestionably had the 
support of a majority of the legisla­ 
ture. None of 
these 
things 
could 
happen if a senator were to be nomina­ 
ted in a state convention and run the 
gauntlet of a popular vote. 
The most serious objection to the 
present system as it has developed, is 
the fact that the legislatures in many 
of the states are now almost wholly 
selected in the interest of senatorial 
candidates, and with little regard to 
their general fitness. 
It is impossible to set out in this 
article the many reasons which natur­ 
ally suggest 
themselves in harmony 
with the 
broad 
suggestions above 
made. 
On the whole, my own judg­ 
ment is that the 
best constitutional 
amendment would be one permitting 
the several states to decide for them­ 
selves as to whether they would con­ 
tinue the election of senators through 
their legislatures or by direct vote of 
the people, and of such an amendment 
I have for niauy years been an earnest 
advocate.
